GREENWICH Park provided a 
“breathtaking setting” for the test 
events ahead of the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games, 
said park manager Graham Dear. 

He added: “The atmosphere has been 
fantastic throughout the test events. 
We’re now looking forward to hosting 
the Equestrian and Modern Pentathlon 
events in 2012. 

“The Royal Parks is really pleased with 
the progress that is being made to reinstate 
the park and almost 80 per cent of it is now 
open to the public. We’re already ahead 
of schedule and we’re confident that the 
park will recover very quickly.” 

Olympic champion Lena Schoneborn 
won the London 2012 Modern Penthathlon 
test event, the UIPM World Cup Final. 

After collecting her gold medal, 
Schoneborn said: “It feels great to be first 
in the Olympic qualifier for the Olympic 
Games. My aim was just top 10. It is 
unreal, it hasn’t even sunk in yet that I 
have qualified.” 

Modern Penthalon president Dr Klaus 
Schormann said: “After two days of 
competition we are very satisfied with 
Greenwich Park and very impressed with 
LOCOG’s planning. 

“The Park has provided a wonderful 
panorama for the men’s and women’s 
UIPM World Cup Finals and we are 
very happy to be here. It is a wonderful 
environment on ground that has proved 
good for jumping. 

“We were here to test equipment,

The system 
constantly tracks 
the tumour’s 
movement with 
astonishing 
accuracy, making 
it possible to 
treat tumours 
which could not 
be treated before.

The treatments are 
non-invasive and 
pain free.

THERE’S still time for you 
to suggest where some 
of the 2,012 trees should 
be planted in Greenwich 
as part of Greenwich 
Council’s London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games legacy. 

Consultation with the public 
ends in three weeks’ time, so 
send in your suggestions as 
soon as you can. 

The tree planting is part of 
the ‘Playground to Podium’ 
scheme with 28 locations 
chosen across the borough. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture 
and the Olympics, told GT: 
“2012 trees for the 2012 Games 
will be a lasting and 
meaningful legacy from the 
Olympics in Greenwich and 
I’m urging residents to get 
involved and say where they 
want trees to be planted.” 

There are four sites for street 
trees/boulevard planting: 

• Bugsbys Way, Greenwich, 
from Anchor and Hope Lane 
to the junction of Peartree 
Way. About 27 heavy mature 
standard trees will be 
planted on the pavement and 
roadside verge. There will 
also be six specimen trees 
on the roundabout at the 
junction of Peartree Way. 

• Bexley Road, from 
Alderwood road to Avery Hill 
Road - 20 heavy mature trees 
on pavement and grass verge 

• Creek Road, Greenwich, 
from Gonson Street to 
Deptford Church Street - 
about 14 heavy standard 
trees 

• Greenwich High Road, 
junction of Merry weather 
Place - six mature trees on 
the pathway 


TREE-MENDOUS: examples 
of some of the trees to 
be planted can be found 
in Horn Park, Lee 


Four housing sites are 
proposed for copse planting/ 
verge planting: 

• Ridgebrook Road junction 
with Rochester Way - copse 
planting of about 300 native, 
whip trees, fenced 

• Villas Road/Sandbach 
Place, Plumstead - copse 
planting of native whip trees, 
fenced 

• Eynsham Drive, Abbey 
Wood - 15 semi-mature trees 
in grassland 

• Burrage Road/opposite 
Crescent Road, Plumstead - 


native mixed hedge planting 
of about 350 whips 
Trees will also be planted on 
other sites: 

• Sheltered accommodation 
sites - about 15 individual 
semi-mature trees, one per 
site 

• East Greenwich Pleasaunce, 
Chevening Road - six fruit 
trees to create a community 
orchard 

• The Slade, Plumstead 
Common Road - a small copse 
of about 350 native whip trees 

• The Point, Point Hill, 
Blackheath - a small copse of 


about 350 native whip trees 
• Horn Park, lee - five Alder 
trees in wetland area 

During the consultation 
period in 2009/10 residents 
requested tree planting at 
specific sites that had not been 
included in the legacy sites. 

Four trees were planted 
in Charlton Church Lane/ 
Woolwich Lower Road; two 
on the Thames Path dockland 
estate; two in Coldbath Street; 
five in Lanover Road; two 
in Woodhurst Road; two in 
Dobell Road; and five in Horn 
Park Lane.

Primary school gets a new building which 
is eco-friendly and people-friendly

PUPILS at Morden Mount Primary 
School in Greenwich put on a 
spectacular show for parents, staff 
and governors at the official opening 
of the school’s new early years centre 
last Tuesday (July 12). 

Defying storm clouds overhead, the 
school band played rousing numbers on 
ukuleles, drums and violins, while older 
pupils performed salsa dances, and other 
students played recorders and sang songs 
in the playground. 

The deputy mayor Cllr David Grant and 
Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s member 
for children and young people, formally 
opened the new building in Lewisham 
Road, which contains nursery and 
reception classrooms, a parents meeting 
room, a multi-sensory room and a covered 
play area specially for the nursery 
children. 

The single-storey timber framed building 
was completed earlier this year to replace 
two mobile classrooms. Its sustainable 
design use energy saving measures such 
as high levels of insulation to reduce heat 
loss, sun pipes to maximise daylight, and 
energy saving lighting. 

The £850,000 scheme was funded by 
Greenwich Council’s Primary Capital 
Programme, through which a total of 
£6.5million has been invested across the 
borough in new and improved school 
buildings over the last year. 

Morden Mount headteacher Mary 
Jackson said: “This new building has 
created a beautiful environment in which 
the children can learn. It’s bright and airy 
with lovely spaces for creative activity, and

offers plenty of opportunities for children 
to develop their own independence. The 
children love the expanded outdoor play 
area, while the parents’ room is infinitely 
adaptable so we can use it for coffee 
mornings with the Friends of Morden 
Mount or meetings between a range of 
professionals and parents.” 

Cllr Smith added: “It is great to see 
how well the children have settled into 
this fabulous new building. Greenwich 
Council remains committed to improving 
the learning environment for children in 
all our schools, and it’s clear that Morden 


Mount is using the new facilities to the 
full, in order to offer the best possible 
opportunities for its children.”

technology and people which we will 
review thoroughly with LOCOG. We 
are very happy with the event.” 

Thirty-six competitors contested five 
sporting events across two venues, 
battling it out in fencing, swimming, 
equestrian and the combined event. 
In Greenwich Park, the riders tackled 
the 15-jump course in front of a 
grandstand filled with almost 1,500 


spectators. Early leader and eventual 
bronze medallist Elodie Clouvel, from 
France, said: “The English people are 
really nice and welcoming, and for 
the Games it should be even better 
with all the enhancements that are 
due to take place ready for next 
year.”

two to three-month period as 
the traffic will be too congested 
to reach me and they are not 
within walking distance. 

This could cause a huge loss of 
income, perhaps even resulting 
in the Olympics putting me out 
of business, which would be 
ironic as I am helping people to 
keep healthy and fit.

Heartless 
way to treat 
the death of

MY 84-year-old mother-in-law died 
in hospital at the end of April, and 
it was my duty, as her executor, to 
sort out her affairs. I did the correct 
thing by informing the DWP of 
her death - and quite rightly, they 
stopped all of her benefits, including 
her housing benefit from the day she 
died. 

I then went to the council office at 
the Eltham Centre and surrendered 
her council tenancy. I discovered 
that she had a substantial credit 
balance on her rent account. 

I have spent the past seven or eight 
weeks trying to get the council to 
repay this money to her estate so 
that her funeral invoice can be paid. 

I have encountered nothing but 
obstacles on my way to achieve this. 
This is not a fault of the individuals 
I have seen - they have been 
exemplary in the way they have 
dealt with me. I take issue with the 
unwieldy and it seems, unbending, 
system which contrives to hang 
onto money to which they are not 
entitled. 

It was bad enough to discover - 
four weeks after my first visit, 
that they were continuing to take 
money from this diseased person’s 
account! Apparently, four weeks 
notice was due for the surrender of 
her tenancy! I am told that this was 
the “rule” and her meagre estate 
would be diminished by an amount, 
equating to four weeks’ rent. As I 
said, her housing benefit stopped the 
moment her heart stopped - but not, 
apparently, her tenancy!

STUDENTS from 

Greenwich Community 

College have been finding 
out for themselves that 
civil servants are not just 
middle-aged middle-class 
men in suits. 

They have been taking part 
in a project called Making 
the Connection, designed to 
promote diversity in the Civil 
Service and encourage young 
people to consider it as a career. 

Greenwich students were able 
to get first-hand experience of 
Whitehall, spending time job 
shadowing the teams that help 
the machinery of government 
run smoothly. Sophie Tyler, 
17, from Balgowan Street, 
Plumstead, was taken inside 
the doors of 10 Downing Street. 
“It was such a great experience, 
and I felt so privileged to be 
there,” she told GT. “I was 
shown all the portraits of 
former prime ministers on the 
stairs, and I saw Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg and also 
Lord (Alan) Sugar when I was 
taken to the House of Lords. 


“It was just wicked being 
there, and I shadowed staff and 
tried drafting replies to people 
who had written to the Prime 
Minister.” 

Sophie had always wanted to 
join the police after finishing 
her two-year public services 
course, but now she is 
considering going into the Civil 
Service. 

Fellow student Jack Hodge 
was thrilled to be able to read 
the draft of a speech by Home 
Secretary Theresa May, and 
then go to the Public Gallery in 
the House of Commons later in 
the day and watch her deliver it. 

He said: “It was something 
you usually see on television, 
but watching it happen live 
in the Commons was a real 
experience and something that 
everyone should have.” 

Kirsty Bell, 18, from Maxey 
Road, Plumstead, spent time 
with civil servants from 
DEFRA, the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs. “I sat in on a Select 
Committee of MPs looking into 
farming finances, health and 
safety, and how animals are 
treated,” she said. “The best 


bit was working on some ideas 
for the environment, such as 
planting more trees. I never 
realised how much they do at 
DEFRA.” 

The students were invited 
to an awards ceremony at the 
college in Plumstead Road, 
where they were presented 
with certificates by Dame 
Helen Ghosh, the permanent 
secretary to the Home Office, 
who sponsored the project. Also 
present was Doreen Lawrence 
from the Stephen Lawrence 
Charitable Trust, which 
funded an e-mentoring scheme 
using civil servants to support 
students. 

The students each gave a 
presentation to the guests. 
Kirsty told them: “I used to 
think ‘Does it really matter if I 
throw my rubbish on the floor?’ 
After being at DEFRA I realise 
that if everyone did this it would 
be like living on a rubbish tip.” 
The Making the Connection 
scheme was launched with 
Greenwich Community College 
in September to help students 
expand BTEC diplomas to 
include a specific element about 
the Civil Service.

WITH the 2012 Games just a year 
away schools in Greenwich have 
marked their own milestone. All 82 of 
the Greenwich Council-maintained 
primary and secondary schools in 
the borough have joined the 2012 Get 
Set network, making it the first local 
authority in the country to get 100 
per cent of its schools signed up. 

The network is a national initiative 
made up of a community of schools and 
colleges committed to the Olympic and 
Paralympic values of respect, friendship, 
equality, excellence, inspiration, courage 
and determination. The 2012 Games will 
be reflected in the schools’ curriculum and 
Greenwich has led the way since the Get 
Set network was launched. Nightingale 
Primary in Woolwich became the first 
school in the country to join. 

The schools and colleges showed 
their commitment to the Olympic and 
Paralympic values in a many different 
ways including participating in 
programmes like Sportathon, organising 
Olympic-themed poster competitions and 
setting up merit systems for students to 
earn rewards and recognition for their 
commitment. 

They can look forward to a range of 
exclusive opportunities as a result of 
being part of the 2012 Get Set Network. 
Nominated teachers, known as ‘Olympic 
Champions’ will be given extra resources 
to help build the legacy of the Games 
in local schools. They may even receive 


inspirational visits from Olympics 
athletes. Schools in Greenwich in the Get 
Set network were given free tickets to 
the Test Events in Greenwich Park last 
week and will be given as many tickets 
as possible for the Games themselves 
through London 2012 Ticketshare 
scheme. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the council 
said: “This is a fantastic achievement. It 
means, in line with a long held ambition, 
that Greenwich is the first borough in the 
country to ensure that children in every 
school will get tickets to the Olympic 
Games next year. Greenwich school 
children wowed the equestrian world and 
Olympic organisers earlier this month 
with their enthusiasm at the equestrian 
test events in Greenwich Park. By getting 
all our schools signed up to the Get Set 
network we are delighted that young 
people from all our schools will have the 
opportunity to attend the real thing next 
year.” 

London 2012 Chair, Seb Coe added: 
“With over a year to go I’m delighted 
that every Greenwich maintained 
school is incorporating the Olympic and 
Paralympic Values into their curriculum 
and are part of the official London 
2012 education programme. Greenwich 
schools are not only taking advantage 
of the many ways children and young 
people can get involved and take part 
in the London 2012 Games, but will also 
receive free tickets to the Games for 
pupils through the Ticketshare scheme.”

With schools out for the summer, 
many parents will find themselves 
paying more for childcare over the 
summer break. 

Working Tax Credit (WTC) can help 
parents who work for at least 16 hours 
a week with approved childcare costs 
(such as an eligible nursery, children’s 
centre, pre-school playgroup, breakfast 
or after-school club, holiday scheme, 
registered childminders or approved 
home carer). 

Contact the Tax Credits Office if you 
already get WTC but don’t receive 
help towards your increased summer 
childcare costs. If you don’t already get 


WTC you may be able to claim now even 
if you could not previously get help. You 
can get this help if you are a lone parent 
or a couple and you both work (or where 
one of you works and the other cannot 
work because of ill- health). 

How much help you get depends on 
your yearly taxable income so some 
parents will not get any extra tax 
credits, but it’s always important to 
check. 

To claim tax credits call the Tax 
Credits Helpline on 0845 300 3900 (or 
0845 300 3909 for textphone users). 

If you pay rent or council tax it’s also 
worth checking to see if you can get 
extra Housing Benefit or Council Tax 
Benefit during the summer holidays. 
The council can deduct 100% of 
approved childcare costs from your 


income when your benefit is worked out 
(up to a maximum of up to £175 for one 
child or £300 for two or more children). 

• If you are in work and would like 
advice about your situation ring 
Greenwich Council’s Welfare Rights 
Service on 020 8921 6375 during normal 
office hours (18001 020 8921 6375 for 
textphone users).

It’s a Greenwich Ajoda Organisation 
event which runs from 1 1am until 3pm 
at the Wellington Street hall. 
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THE Duke of Edinburgh was in 
Greenwich to open the new £35 
million Sammy Ofer wing at the 
National Maritime Museum. 

Prince Philip, a former 
naval officer himself, was 
met on Tuesday (July 12) by 
Greenwich Sea Cadets from TS 
Dreadnought and others from 
units in neighbouring boroughs. 
His arrival was trumpeted by 
Greenwich cadet Chris Eze, 17, 
playing a bosun’s call pipe. 

The Duke cut the ribbon to 
declare the new wing officially 
open in front of VIP guests who 
included the mayor and mayoress 
of Greenwich, Cllr Jim Gillman 
and wife Cllr Janet Gillman, and 
the leader of Greenwich Council, 
Cllr Chris Roberts. 

Prince Philip then toured the 
new wing, which is the largest 
development in the museum’s 
history and offers a completely 
new way of presenting its galleries, 
exhibitions and events. It is named 
after shipping magnate and 
philanthropist Sammy Ofer, who 
donated £21million towards the 
project. He had been due to attend

the opening, but died aged 89 at his 
home in Tel Aviv, Israel on June 3 
after a long illness. His sons Eyal 
and Idan attended the opening to 
represent the family. 

The new wing, which was 
partially financed by a £5million 
award from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, gives the museum a new 
main entrance to Greenwich Park. 
It includes a special exhibitions 
gallery, allowing the museum 
to stage temporary shows, and 
a permanent gallery called 
Voyagers, which introduces the 
story of Britain and the sea. 
There is also a cafe and brasserie 
and a state of the art library and 
archive, which brings much of 
the museum’s world-renowned 
archive on to the main site for the 
first time. 

The museum has one of the 
globe’s most important maritime 
archives, comprising 100,000 
books and more than two million 
manuscripts, charts and other 
material. Researchers, students, 
community groups and people 


exploring their family history will 
now have unprecedented access to 
a vast range of journals, records, 
charts, prints and drawings. 

A 30-metre long wall tells the 
story of Britain at sea from the 
16th century to the present day. 
The display includes a 200-year-old 
love token of an engraved ship’s 
biscuit, the last letter Admiral 
Lord Nelson wrote to his daughter, 
and a toy pig that survived the 
sinking of the Titanic. 

Lord Sterling, the museum’s 
chairman, said: “Our maritime 
story is Britain’s national story, 
and understanding the way the 
past has shaped the present has 
never been more important in 
enriching our understanding 
of the world and providing 
inspiration for the future. 

“In the Sammy Ofer wing, our new 
exhibition space will introduce 
new generations of visitors to the 
many rich narratives bound up in 
our maritime story.” 

The new wing opened to the 
public last Thursday.

“It’s very 
good and very spacious, and 
the landscaping at the front is 
amazing," she said. “I’m very 
impressed by the museum 
and the way the new building 
complements the old building 
looks like it has always been 
there." 

Simon Webster from Eversley 
Road, Charlton, was on a visit 
with his mother June, and his 
sons Harley, and Nathan. “It’s 
absolutely fantastic," he said. 

“I cycle through the park every 
day, and I’ve been waiting for 


it to open for a long time. It’s 
very clean and modern, and the 
glasswork is very impressive." 
Karen Brickman, a lecturer at 
Greenwich University, brought 
three-year-old son Cian to see 
the new wing. She said: “I really 
like it, it’s really lovely, and the 
new water feature outside is a 
big hit with the kids." 


SAMMY was born in Romania in 1922, 
and moved as a child with his family to 
Palestine. He started his life-long love 
of the sea when he joined his father’s 
ship chandlery business and during the 
Second World War volunteered to serve 
in the Royal Navy, during which he saw 
active service in the Mediterranean. 

He is remembered as the larger-than- 
life international shipping magnate 
and philanthropist, and in the decades 
following the war he established one 
of the largest privately held shipping 
groups in the world. 

The shipping group today operates a 
significant part of its fleet from London, 
with about 90 vessels flying the Red 
Ensign. 

Through his longstanding relationship 
with London and its shipping community, 
Sammy Ofer gained a deep appreciation 
and respect for the long maritime 
tradition and history of the UK. This was 
the underlying motive for his hugely 
generous support to the National 
Maritime Museum. The gift enables the 
Museum to connect with a much broader 
audience and to communicate the value 
and relevance of the UK’s rich sea-going 
heritage. 

Sammy Ofer was also a generous 
supporter of the Cutty Sark and of the 
Royal Navy Submarine Museum in 
Gosport. In 2008 he was appointed an 
Honorary Knight Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire (KBE) in 
recognition of his generous support for 
maritime heritage. 

After basing himself in Monaco for many 
years, he retired to Israel in 2009 where 
he passed away on June 3 201 1 .

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

HE was a 
huge hit in the

come alive is on show in 
Greenwich. 

Captain Jack Sparrow 
swaggered onto the big screen 
earlier this year in the fourth 
instalment of the Pirates of 
the Caribbean series. 

And much of On Stranger 
Tides was shot in Greenwich 
so it was fitting that the 
costume should be displayed 
at the Old Royal Naval 
College’s Painted Hall for the 
rest of the summer. 

The pirate garb was the 
brainchild of Penny Rose. Her 
sounding-board on the project 
was good friend Deborah 
Landis - a Hollywood 
designer in her own right 
and husband of director John 
Landis. 

Deborah told Scene : “My 
friend Penny did a marvellous 
job on Pirates. Johnny Depp 
makes a lot of movies and 
it’s his job to become the 
character in every film he 
does. Costumes really allow 
actors to inhabit characters. 
“Penny really helped him 
become Jack Sparrow. 

The costume designer admits 
that there was surprise in 
Hollywood when Johnny 
Depp breathed new life into a 
somewhat old-fashioned film 
genre. 

“No one ever thought the 
pirate genre would come 
back,” she said - “everybody 
was waiting for the Western 
to come back, but no one 
thought pirates would. 
“Ultimately it was down to 
Johnny who carried the first 
one and made it fresh and 
spoke to a new generation. 
“He’s an outsider, he’s 
romantic, he’s dashing, a 
buccaneer, but at the same 
time he has the qualities of 
Robin Hood.” 

Deborah’s no stranger to 
big stars, she designed and 
created Michael Jackson’s 
famous red leather jacket 
which he wore in the Thriller 
video that her husband John 


directed. “John was very 
good friends with Michael, 
and I actually designed the 
jacket for Thriller and later 
for Black and White as well,” 
Deborah said. 

“Michael was wonderful. I 
knew him for a long time 
before I designed Thriller. It 
was a very small crew and we 
shot it in East L.A. And after 
the video we went to watch 
him play in front of 50,000 
screaming fans in Madison 
Square Gardens. 

“The guy was five foot seven, 
and 99-pounds absolutely 
soaking wet, and when I 
saw him in concert he was 
riveting. It was like an 
epiphany. I’m not really 
spiritual but he was so 
gifted that I was completely 
overwhelmed when I saw him 
in concert. I can’t explain 
it - he was a small person in 
stature but you couldn’t take 
your eyes off him. 

“The funny thing I was at 


the auction where the 
Michael Jackson jacket 
sold for $1.8million, and 
I told my friend I would 
make them one for 
$1.7million!” 

Other high-profile movie 
makeovers that Deborah has 
performed include a certain 
Indiana Jones. 

“I came up with the idea for 
the whip and the hat and 
everything,” she said. “I’ve 
been incredibly lucky - I’ve 
designed two of the most 
iconic leather jackets of all 
time!” 

The magic of screen actors 
is very different from that of 
live music performers, the 
designer adds. 

“Very often you don’t see 
it when you’re on the set, 
and then you see the rushes, 
and there’s the magic on the 
screen. It’s very subtle, you 
don’t see it sometimes. 

“Years ago I did a movie with 
Michelle Pfeiffer - beautiful 


girl yes, 

but I couldn’t see the spark. 
But when I saw her on the 
screen I was blown away - 
she radiated light.” A New 
Yorker who now lives in Los 
Angeles, Deborah has a link 
to Greenwich in her West 
Coast house. 

“I first came to Greenwich 
when I was 10 years old,” she 
said. “I’m very comfortable 
here - my father built a 
model of the Cutty Sark 
which is still in my living 
room. My father was the 
captain of a submarine, and 
so I grew up very Navy.”

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Roald gold never old 

Dean Beadle steps into Eltham’s independent bookshop to 
ponder the lasting appeal of Roald Dahl’s quirky children’s stories 


THE arts world has 
long been dominated 
by dynamic duos. 
Morecambe and Wise. 
Simon and Garfunkel. 
Mills and Boon.. .OK, so that’s 
pushing it. 

One such iconic pairing is Roald 
Dahl and Quentin Blake. The 
imaginative author and quirky 
illustrator were mainstays in the 
world of children’s literature before 
JK Rowling was even a twinkle 
in her mother’s eye. Incredibly, 
James and The Giant Peach is fifty 
years old this year. To celebrate the 
milestone, Puffin has issued a 50th 
anniversary edition of the book. 

The first thing that catches the eye 
on opening the book is the splash of 
colourful illustrations. In previous 
editions the pictures tended to be 
small and black and white. In this 
version, the drawings are in full 
colour and have half pages devoted 
to them, allowing their character 
and charm to shine through. 

Then of course there are the words. 
The late Roald Dahl was the man 
responsible for enticing several 
generations of children into books. 
He had a gift for creating characters 
that youngsters could relate to. His 
characters lived out the fantasies 
that every child dreamed of and 


got up to the sort of mischief that 
all the readers wished they had the 
courage to get up to themselves. 

As Zoe from Greenwich’s newest 
independent bookshop Ink and Folly 
told Scene: “Children will always 
feel small, lonely and powerless 
when faced with the big wide world 
around them. And so children will 
always need a story like this.” 

Dahl’s characters not only 
entertained, they inspired - and 
James is a case in point. An orphan, 
the four-year- old James is packed 
off to live with his vain and cruel 
aunties, Sponge and Spiker who 
enslave and bully him. By chance 
he encounters an old man who 
gives him a paper bag of magical 
crocodile tongues which in time, 
grow into a peach so big that it 
becomes a vessel for James to 
escape his misery. 

With Dahl’s work, the delight is in 
the detail. He has a wonderfully 
wicked way of describing people 
that is both hilarious and evocative: 
“Aunt Sponge was enormously fat 
and very short. She had small piggy 
eyes, a sunken mouth and one of 
those white flabby faces that looked 
exactly as though it had been boiled.” 
Much of the joy of this book comes 
from the supporting characters. 
James is joined by a raft of animals 



from a regal grasshopper to the 
pompous and eloquent centipede, 
whose relentless bickering provides 
much humour on their voyage into 
the unknown inside the peach. 

Dahl wrote brilliantly for children. 
He never spoke down to them, but 
directly to them. His conversational 
style of writing was both gripping 
and involving for young minds. 
Obviously as an adult revisiting this 
book, it of course seems immature 
and basic, but surely that’s the 
point? 

Pacey and at times deliciously dark, 
this classic book is perfect escapism 
for our little ones. It may be 50 years 
old, but it certainly doesn’t show. 

In fact it’s high time that the book 
got the Hollywood treatment again. 
Charlie and the Chocolate factory 
got a 21st century remake (we’ll 
forget that Johnny Depp’s Wonka 
seemed more suited to a secure 
unit than a chocolate factory). 

So why not James and the Giant 
peach? And if Hollywood does come 
knocking on the Dahl estate’s door I 
have a suggestion for them: Russell 
Brand. The Centipede. Please?

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No crowning glory as Oscar winner's latest movie fails to light up big screen 


Hanks 

TOM Hanks didn’t go to college. 

He didn’t get the grades and his 

parents lacked the money for the 

Ivy League schools. Like the hero of 
Larry Crowne - which he co-wrote, directed 
and plays the title role, Hanks made it the 
hard way, through graft and hard work. 

If anyone has ‘been there, done it and got the 
T-shirt’, it must be Thomas Jeffrey Hanks. 

A double-Oscar winner - Philadelphia in 
1993, a hugely courageous decision given 
the perception of AIDs at the time, and the 
incomparable Forrest Gump in 1994 - he is 
a friend of the US President and a recent 
dinner guest of Queen Elizabeth II. Even 
his TV productions - usually in association 
with Steven Spielberg - are enormously 
successful. With over $8billion of revenue 
behind him, expectations run riot when new 
projects are announced. Larry Crowne was 
surely going to flounder on Hanks’ tsunami 
of success. And it does. 

Hanks however doesn’t disappoint, his 
goofy charm as powerful as ever, his ability 
to move us - whether getting fired from 
his job or rejected by his girlfriend - still 
unbelievably strong. Hanks is also, and this 
is often overlooked, very funny. His timing is

spot-on and his delivery is perfect. The scene 
here where he resets his girlfriend’s sat-nav 
is hilarious. In everything that he does, he 
has surely become the ultimate professional 
in Hollywood. 

Unfortunately, the same cannot be said 
of Hanks’s good friend and co-star, Julia 
Roberts. She simply fails to convince either 
as a teacher disillusioned with her lot or 
as a wife, frustrated by her husband’s 
constant blogging and endless search for 
porn. Grumpy, frumpy and boozy is not 
what Roberts is about - and her sudden 
transformation simply beggars belief. 
Jennifer Anniston would have been the 
obvious choice but then perhaps Hanks 
doesn’t know her so well. 

The screenplay leaves considerable room 
for improvement, for which co-author, 

Nia “My Big Fat Greek Wedding” Vardalos 
must take his share of the blame. Despite 
some witty repartee with Larry’s neighbour, 
Lamar (delightfully played by Cedric The 
Entertainer], the story is too full of holes: 
Larry’s invitation to join the scooter gang - 
the ultimate oxymoron - is as bewildering 
as the beautiful Talia’s (Gugu Mbatha-Raw) 
interest in an unemployed, middle-aged

bachelor. The movie is ultimately 
undermined by its inability to decide what 
it is: old-fashioned romcom ora parody 
thereof. But Hanks has reached a stage in 
his career where he can do as he chooses 
and if he wants to exorcise some failure-to- 
go-to college-demons, nobody is going to 
mind. 6/10

MANY people’s idea of a swim this 
summer might be splashing around 
in a pool or perhaps dipping a toe in 
the sea. But one Greenwich resident 
has been celebrating a marathon 
feat after he swam the English 
Channel. 

Aqua-man Angus Macfadyen made the 
21-mile slog on July 11 after battling back 
from an injury which might have put him 
out of action for good. 

It took him 18-hours of non-stop 
paddling before he made it to France. 

Angus said: “Six hours into the swim 
my right shoulder packed up, just to lift 
the arm from the water proved almost too 
much at times, particularly after feeding. 

“When I’d stopped for a minute or so, it 
would just seize up, causing me dread at 
being fed - for the pain that would follow.” 

He had originally planned to conquer 
the strait in 2010 but bad weather and a 
broken arm left him grounded. But after 
four years of training he wasn’t about to 
throw in the towel. 

He set out from Dover in the morning, 
knowing there was a long day ahead of 
him. It would be next morning before he 
sighted France. As night fell he wondered 
if he would make it. 

“With the sun gone, the moon shone, a 
pathway of moonlight spilled out across 
the sea, until it disappeared behind cloud 
- then darkness set in,” Angus added. 
“In light I had some distraction from 
all the swimming - billions of plankton 
wriggling before my eyes, and jelly fish 
including a Portuguese Man of War - I 
was stung, four hours or so before the 
end on the back of my leg.” 

In completing his long-held ambition 
he also succeeded in bringing home 
boatloads of cash for his favourite charity, 
Lawrence’s Roundabout Well Appeal.
